
A child’s parent(s)/caretaker(s) must each be either: 

         working at least 30 hours per week;   

         A full-time student; 

o 12 credit hours is considered full time (for condensed summer sessions, 
9 credit hours is considered full time) 

o A printout of a current class schedule from the internet is the preferred 
school verification  

or 

         Combining work and school to equal 30 hours per week. 
 

In a two-parent household, both parents must meet one of these requirements. 
 

         The gross income limits have been updated effective 7/1/09.  To be eligible, a family’s 
gross income may not exceed the following  monthly limits:

If you have previously had a family denied that may meet the new eligibility criteria, their 
recommendations may be re-submitted.   
 
In addition, the following eligibility criteria remain in place: 

         Scholarships may not be provided to children currently eligible through the existing 
certificate program eligibility categories (such as Families First, Transitional Child Care, 
etc).  

         Parent(s)/caretaker(s)  and child must be a U.S. Citizen or qualified alien
